WOMEN WORKERS 
ARE HELPING TO 
WIN WORLD FREEDOM 


Every city in the United States, and 
Xenia is no exception to the rule, has 
a class of young women who in ordi­ 
nary tim es arc so situated, financially, 
that they are not required to work for 
a livelihood unless they so desire. In 
these war times there is no exemption 
from work and in many 
cities 
the 
young women of this class have rec­ 
ognized the fact and 
have 
entered 
us-Ail employment, even though they 
6# not need the money. 
This is an 
example that young women of Greene 
county could well follow. 
Practically 
every factory in Xenia is engaged in 
war work and every one cf them is 
needing more help. 
Women, who in 
the past have not found it necessary 
to work, can help win the war by tak­ 
ing positions with these concerns. 
The following editorial 
from 
the 
New York World, gives an idea 
of 
what tile women of Great Brittin have 
done in this great struggle for world 
freedom: 
Thirteen million American 
would he. in proportion, 
no 
number than 
the 
6.000.000 
women who are engaged in 
time work, much of which, 
way or another, is essential 
war.” 
Not 6 per cent, of these women are 
in the motV advertised services. The 
heohotographed “far/norettes,” up to 
this year, were only 74.000; the 
hos­ 
pital recruits. 64,000: all the military 
services together. “Wages.” “Wrens” 
and the like, but 200.000. 
Almost 
a 
million have been absorbed by finance 
and commerce. 
Transportation, ho­ 
tels, theaters and 
various 
branches 
account for more than half a million. 
But the big 
army—the “Amazons” 
"-bo. as Harold Reship writes, “have 
saved us”—are the 3,000.000 
in 
the 
heavy, sometimes 
disfiguring, often 
dangerous 
work of metal, chemical 
and textile soecialisties. in dock-yards 
and ordnance details. 
Tim “canaries” 
whose faces are dyed yellow by the 
'amos "where thev work upon ammu­ 
nition 
are typical of these, heroines 
behind the lines. 
Work “so hard that it was thought 
no woman 
could 
perform it” or “so 
dangerous that no rnEin ever dreamed 
of asking a woman to do it” is thus 
takop care of while British men 
are 
Qt the war. 
Tn the same snirit. Amer­ 
ican women, as gradually the CDPortu- 
nitv is opened to them, are welcoming 
a;mPar toil to help* win the war.

For this 
reason he is able to tell the people 
just how much money they pay in the 
way of taxes and how this money is 
spent. 
If some of the money is spent 
injudiciously, it is within his province 
to tell that, and as the report is ad- 
dvessed to the Governor and the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the State, if in his ; 
opinion alteration of the lews would 
be for the betterm ent

S t a t e ! 
finances and consequently to the in­ 
terest of the people, it is his duty to j 
m ake such suggestions lo the S ta te ' 
Legislature. 
The Ohio

Mr. Donahey haying served 
as 
State auditor for nearly six 
years 
suggests the following change in the 
State’s fiscal policy to overcome the 
lirst of the above .named problems. 
For the last fiscal year the State 're­ 
ceived from licenses from automo­ 
biles and other motor vehicles a total 
of $2,160,360.91,This sum is credited 
to the Highway department, and the 
law requires that it shall be used in 
the maintainance of roads. 
But he 
shows that it is not needed, and prp- 
l>oses a change in the law that this 
money be returned to the cities, vil­ 
lages and townships where vehicles 
are owned. 
This would furnish the 
cities and villages of Ohio two million 
dollars of new revenue annually.

the 
young women of this class have rec­ 
ognized the fact and 
have 
entered 
us-Ail employment, even though they 
6* not need tile money. 
This is an 
example that young women of Greene 
county could wet] follow. 
Practically 
every factory in Xenia is engaged in 
w ar work and every one of them is 
needing more help. 
Women, who in 
the past have not found it necessarv 
to work, can hell) win the war by tak­ 
ing positions with these concerns. 
The following editorial 
from

New York World, gives an idea 
of 
what the women of Great Brittin have 
done in this great struggle for world 
freedom: 
Thirteen million American 
women
